The reply filed on 8/3/04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matters): 1. The 
5th species was not elected (Applicant requested clarification regarding this species). In response, the fifth species is to be picked 
from one of the species set forth in claim 43, for example. 2. The specific zinc finger component elected is actually a group of species 
because the elected species have a range of 2 to 4 X amino acids (the second X) and a range of 1-7 X amino acids (the fourth X). A 
particular X value for each X is to be elected, which results in the election of one zinc finger sequence/species. It is noted that if 
necessary, the zinc fingers drawn to the additional ranges of X values (i.e., drawn to different zinc finger species), will be searched 
and examined as per the provisions governing the election of species set forth in the previous Office Action. 3. Finally, the applicant 
needs to summarize in one place together the claims to be searched and examined based upon the election of the invention and all 
elections of species. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) 
MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR
